The present invention relates to a golf ball comprising at least one core layer, a cover 
layer, and at [lest] least one intermediate layer disposed between the core and the cover, 
wherein the at least one layer is formed of a polymer composition comprising at least one 
ionomer and at least one polyamide polymer.

It should be noted that this publication does not disclose a blend of 
copolyamide/ionomer, nor disclose a blend of block polyamide copolymer including main chain 
polyether blocks /ionomer present in a cover layer, nor does it disclose a blend of 
polyamide/ionomer present in an intermediate layer [which] that is softer than the cover layer. 
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APPENDIX C. MARKED UP VERSION OF THE AMENDED CLAIMS 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

8. (Amended) The golf ball of claim 1, wherein the iononier comprises a copolymer of an 
olefin and an a,P-elhylenically unsaturated mono- or di-carboxylic acid, wherein the 
carboxylic acid groups are [fully] at least partially neutralized with at least one metal ion. 

14. (Amended) The golf ball of claim 1 1, wherein the ionomer comprises a copolymer of an 
olefin and an a,p-ethylenically unsaturated mono- or di-carboxylic acid, wherein the 
carboxylic acid groups are [fully] at least partially neutralized with at least one metal ion. 

16. (Amended) A golf ball comprising a core and a cover wherein at least one layer 
comprises: 
a core; 

a cover comprising a first polymer composition comprising: 
at least one polyamide polymer; and 

at least one copolymer of an olefin and an Q;/3-ethylenically unsaturated mono- or di- 
carboxylic acid, wherein the carboxylic acid groups are fully neutralized with at 
least one metal ion[; 

an intermediate layer disposed between the core and the cover, wherein the 

intermediate layer comprises a second polymer composition comprising at least 
one ionomer and at least one polyamide polymer]. 

20. (Amended) The golf ball of [claim 16] claim 1 , wherein the [second] polymer 
composition further comprises at least one copolymer of an olefin and an ctjS- 
ethylenically unsaturated mono- or di-carboxylic acid, wherein the carboxylic acid groups 
are fully neutralized with at least one metal ion comprising zinc, sodium, magnesium, 
manganese, calcium, lithium, or potassium. 

21. (Amended) The golf ball of [claim 16] claim 20 , wherein the at least one polyamide 
[polvTners] polymer [of the first and second polymer compositions arc] is selected from 
the group consisting of nylon 4, nylon 6, nylon 7, nylon 1 1, nylon 12, nylon 13, nylon

4,6, nylon 6,6, nylon 6,9, nylon 6,10, nylon 6,12, nylon 12,12, nylon 13,13, and mixtures 
thereof. 
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
